After the travel 1s completed, we will 
require a copy of your trip report also. 


3. For the two trips already completed, it 1s of course too late to 
provide the fund cites per the standard procedure. Therefore, if you will 
send us a copy of your trip reports from those TDYs, we will be happy to 
review them and make reimbursement arrangements accordingly.
